Secretary Windom lias mailed letters to

' The raioimtim named for each bank will 
reduce the $47.000,000 held by the banfcs 
to abont §12.000.000. Secretary Windom 
intends to reduce to $50,000 the deposit 
with banks whera it U not necessary for 
the Government to keep an account and 
depositories have been made simply for 
ths convenience of collectors of customs, 
etc. 
These latter bauks arelooatei in cilic-s 


of from 10,000 to 12,000 inhubitunU sir>d 
generally hold from $1,000 to $100,000 
each. The policy of the Government b*.s 
been ia making a depository for the con- 
venience of Federal offiosra lo mjaire a de- 
posit of $50,000 in tonds to s.curetbe de- 
posits. 


Many small banks which bnvo teen 


mads 'depositories will IMVC nil of their 
Government deposits tahen from them bo 
cause it is not a necessity to maintain them. 
ID large cities where the Government keeps 
accounts against which checks are drawn 
for the payment oi pensions and other ex- 
penses the balance left with the bunks ha* 
run up from $500,000 to $2,030,000. That 
is now to be reduced to the amount de- 
manded by public cecessities. 
In some 


large business centers the Government will 
withdraw saveral millions from the gen- 
eral circulating medium of ihe banks. 
Many of the banks, ia yielding up their 
deposits, will take onl an increase of circu- 
lation, so as not to reduce their general 
fncds tr>a point which will embarrass them. 
No doubt a majority of the banks would 
thus increa'e their ui.-culalion were it not 
for the fact that most of the bonds depos- 
ited to secure United States deposits were 
borrowed. 


It is estimated at the Treasury Depart- 


ment that of $35,000,000 which is to b>- 
•withdrawn from the depositoriei not more 
than two or three million will go back in 
the way of increase circulation of banks. 
Secretary 'Windom says that hi? plan for 
the purchase of bonds deposited to secure 
United States deposits is working BO well 
that there will be no stringency in the 
money market, and very little if any re- 
duction in the ciiculating medium of the 
country. The transfers of these valnee 
have, however, caused a flight florry in 
backing circles in New York, and western 
bankers report that their agents in the East 
are charging 7 per ofnt. on over drafts now 
whereas a few weeks ago but 5 or 6 pet 
cent, was charged, bat they report at the 
fame time aa equivalent increase of inter- 
est allowed for credits with the eastern re- 
serve agents. Daring the past three or 
{our months there has been a steady in- 
crease of the interest charg3d on the over- 
drafts of the western banks, and at the 
Treasury Department it is said that to this 
fact and the customary demands for money 
at the close of the calendar year is dut- 
more than anything else the increase of 
interest.

in the British Kingdom just now can ap- 
preciate the enormous present and proba- 
ble political effect ot the developments in 
"the West End scandals," as they ire 
called. 
It ia the olmoit universal expres- 


sion that th»y may and probably will result 
in nf selting not only royally in (be King. 
dam, but tbft rule of the privileged classes 
aa well. In other words, tbat they will 
endio bringing abont speedily a republio 
upon the rains of the present monarchy 
and the House of Lords. 


The fact that Prince Albert Viator, the 


eldest eon of the Princ-> of Wales, and 
therefore heir to the British throne, is con 
nected with tie ecaruUls, either personally 
and criminally, as freely charged, or, as 
officially admitted, by Ihe connection with 
them of his intimate frit-nda, of course 
nmkis their political effect most momen- 
tous. It is the opinion of oviry tUuughtful 
man in the Kingdom thnt when the scan- 
dnls ore fully inquired into byPrtrliam.nl 
and all the irightful details become public 
property, either Prince Victor willbBrie- 
prived of the succession— a procteJing 
almost impossible of conjecture — or tbat 
Qaton VUtori.i will bs officially declared 
the Inet uiounich of Gnat Britam, nud 
tbat a republic will immediately eucoued 
tier dtftth. 


That this proceeding will bo quite feas- 


ible and could b« iiccomplishetl without <li-- 
tnrbing the peace of the country is believed 
and openly discussed everywhere. 
The 


Prince of Wales is quite a sensible man 
and us closely ia sympathy with public 
sentiment us was Dora Pedro ia Brazil, 
and would be as ready to gracefully bow to 
the inevitable. 


Not only the aristocracy of the peerage 


are drawn into the filthy whirlpool but the 
names of the aristocracy of the city. 
Men 


whose names are a power ia finance and 
who are constantly to be met in London 
drawing rooms ure diawn into it also. Only 
the American and t-ome of the continental 
papers have dared to call by name the 
titled men who have left their country for 
their country's sake.

mnst tread c^refally, becaise, when the 
degrading f,u is come out, if they ever do, 
it will be founil that some prominent 
Americans who have been admitted to the

ORDINANCE NO. 


Of the Town of Reno, Washoa 


County, Nevada 


An Ordinance Regulating the Storage of 


Petroleum or the Refined Products 
of Petroleum. 


rnHE BOAKD OP COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
JL of Wsshoe county, State of Nevsda, do ordain 
ae. follows: 


SECTION 1. That it ehall be unlawful for any 


person, flrm or corporation to Gtme or permit tbe 
storage of. or keep lor sale within tbe llno"s of 
the town of Reno, in any one building, in a larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, any petroleum, 
or the refined products of petroleum, cicept the 
ssme be kept in metal cans or lion ticks, and 
stored in a building or warehouse const ,-u tel as 
herein provided, used and to be used exclusively 
for the storage of such BUbstance and none other. 


SEC. 
2. That any building or warehouse to be 
used for the purposes aforee»!d snail be bu It of 
stone or brick or both combined, with at least 
thirteen inch walls, with metal roof snd metal 
covered doors, BO as to be prictically fire-proof. 
That no such building or warehouse shall be 
erected until the person, Arm or corporation shall 
have first submitted the site sele> ted therefor to 
tbe County Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
for town pnrpoies, and the said Commissioners 
shall have made • record of their approval of ssid 
site for such purpose, and fhall have issued a per- 
mit authorizing tuch person, firm or corporation 
to erect euch building or warehouse as herein 
provided. 


SEC 3. That any person violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance is hereby deemed 
guilty of committing a nuisance, and, upon con- 
victlon thereof, shall be fined In any sum not less 
then one hundred dollars, and not more than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail of Washoe county not exceeding ninety days, 
or by both such fine and Imprisonment.
